HAT did a small child re-

One still recalls after forty- | 
two years a little girl with al 
large bow in her hair sing-| 
ing a song “When my Dad 
Comes Home Again,” at a pa- 
rents’ concert and wondering 
why the mothers were weep- 
ing so bitterly.

S one grew a little older the 
A horror of what that first 
Great War had meant made 
a deep traumatic impression 
on the adolescent mind; for 
adolescents are subject to ex-. 
tremes of emotion. One re- 
calls being unable to finish 
any really interesting novel 
when it became apparent that 
the heroes of the story would 
have been of military age 
between 1914-18. The empathy 
was destroyed by the thought 
that they were very likely to 
die in the coming conflict. As 
one became more aware of 
politics and economics, with 
all the omniscience of the 
late teens. one also saw the 
gradual frustration and be- 
trayal of the anodyne pro- 
mises of a better world which 
had accompanied the course 
of the bloody conflict.

HE years immediately fo!- 
lowing the . 1914-18 war 
were also for us children of 
a world then six weeks’ jour- 
ney from Europe, the time 
when we suddenly became 
conscious of European Jewry 
and of Zionism. The Balfour 
Declaration had stimulated 
the foundation of a young 
Zionist movement whieh was 
fostered by a number of Pa- 
lestine-born Hebrew teachers 
and other emigrés from the 
Land of Israel.’

the Second Aliya: “Hushu 
ahim hushu” etc. and I re- 
call that I was asked to pre- 
a series of ten talks on 
the Ten Commandments.

be shot — unofficially his 
comrades, or — by — 
kirmg- squad. Before being 
diagnosed as a shell- Dock 
case, he had to be either pa- 
ralysed or maniacal. 

A World War II oolonel 
asked me the other day:
